WOODMEN OF WORLD MEETING 


Had Two Initiations and Four Appli. 
cations Wednesday Night 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 12.—A million 
gallons of water daily seeps from the 
great reservoir in South St. Louis and 
flows under the city streets. 
At al­ 
most any point in an area near the 
reservoir, half a mile square, running 
water may be found six or seven feet 
below” the surface. 
The reservoir was built in 1870, and 
has been in constant use since that 
time. 
It holds sixty million gallons 
of water, which is pumped from the 
clarifying basins on the Mississippi 
river, fifteen miles 
away, 
and 
is 
stored in the reservoir 
to 
furnish 
high pressure for the south and west 
part of St. Louis. 
fTifttracts soon WIW be let for the 
reconstruction of the reservoir. 
The 
new” reservoir will 
hold 
eighty-five 
million gallons, and the water com­ 
missioner says it will be leak-proof. 
A promenade nearly half 
a 
mile 
long and twenty feet wide is to be 
built around the reservoir, which is 
at the highest point in St. Louis, and 
from this promenade a splendid view 
of the city may bo obtained. 
Work 
on the new reservoir will begin in 
September. 
While the reservoir is being built, 
the w”ater for the part of the city sup­ 
plied by the old reservoir 
will 
be 
pumped direct from the settling ba­ 
sins at the intake.

GERMANS 
ARE PUSHING T H E IR 
ARMIES, W IT H 
RUSSIAN 
CAPITAL AS GOAL. 


YOH HEDENBERG OHLY 300 MILES OFF 


In the West Things Will Be Allowed 
to Remain Quiet While Russian 
Campaign Is On—Bul- 
garia the Key. 


7„ondon, Aug. 12.—The Baltic flank 
of ihe German army under Field Mar­ 
shal Von Hindenberg 
has 
virtually 
attained the bank of the Duna, be­ 


tween Riga and Dvinsk, with Petro- 
grad less than 300 miles away. South­ 
ward the line sweeps west with the 
Russian fortress of Koine 
iii hold­ 
ing out. 
Next week may 
u .Teat 
battle on the road to the Rn . lan cap­ 
ital. 
Tile second line, on which the Rus­ 
sians depended, has the appearance 
of having been rendered untenable, 
and the British and Russian press is 
beginning to see in the Austro-Ger- 
man plan a deeper plunge into Russia, 
with Petro grad as the goal. 
In the meantime the Russian rear 
guard is fighting desperately, espe­ 
cially in the Devine region. 
it seems plain now the Germans 
propose no great demonstration in the 
west, but iritend to press to the ut­ 
most their thus far 
brilliant 
cam­ 
paign against 
Russia. 
Neither 
the 
French nor British, ii is claimed, will 
attempt an early offensive. 
During 
the lull in France and Belgium the 
British look to the 
Dardanelles 
to 
bring the relief Russia so badly needs. 
The .opening of the straits makes a 
difficult problem. 
Both Germany and the entente pow­ 
ers are exerting hard pressure on Bul­ 
garia, as that country ic said to be 
the key to the entire situation. 


Fre nch Airships Drop Bombs. 
London, Aug. 12.—A wireless dis­ 
patch from Berlin says French avia­ 
tors have dropped bombs

brained by a hatchet fiend yesterday, 
recovered consciousness for a fleei­ 
ng moment before he died and made 
he statem ent that his assassin w’as a 
white man. Death sealeld his lips be- 
ore he could reveal the story of the 
crime or give a description of his as­ 
sailant. 
Province was attacked while alone 
j in his store about 2 o’clock. His skull 
was laid open in two places with a 
hatched found where he fell. 
He is the fourth hatchet m urder vic­ 
tim in Muskogee county in two years. 
3. F. Richardson and E. S. Everett, 
loth m erchants in 
Muskogee, 
were 
killed in November, 1913, a few' days 
ipart, in the same m anner that Pro­ 
vince was killed. 
Last September Anna Martin, a tel­ 
ephone operator at Braggs, a hamlet 
n the eastern part of Muskogee coun- 
y, was killed while she slept. 
A short time prior to this a similar

five to eight per cent of potash, 35 to 
40 per cent of lime, and about two per 
cent of phosphoric acid. 
The marked effect that wood ashes 
has on almost all’ plants of the legu­ 
minous family seems to indicate that 
the lime in tho ashes has more influ­ 
ence in making the ashes valuable as 
a fertilizer than the potash does. 
I oast year our fertilizer dealer put in 
a bag of fertilizer containing ten per 
cent of phosphoric acid and six per 
cent of potash at the same price as 
what I was buying, which was a 15 
per cent available phosphoric acid 
goods, on condition that I would use it 
on wheat and compare them side by 
side. 
I put the bag of fertilizer, which con­ 
tained the potash, in my grain drill, 
and vhen it ran out I continued with 
the superphosphate containing 14 per 
cent available phosphoric acid, with­ 
out changing the quantity per acre. 
There was no perceptible difference 
in the grow th of the wheat during the 
growing season. 
Th© wheat ripened 
by July 25. 
There was no difference 
in the time of ripening. 
I could see 
little, if any, difference between the 
wheat with and that without tho pot­ 
ash. 
I showed the wheat to several farm­ 
ers, and all agreed that if there was 
any difference between the two plants, 
that it was in favor of the wheat 
where the 15 per ceut phosphoric acid 
without potash was applied. 
I have not threshed, and cannot give 
exact results, but it is a plain case 
that the $3 per ton which I would have 
had to pay for the potash would have 
been a clear loss so far as results on 
the wheat crop were concerned. 
Both kinds of fertilizer were used. 
so that both plats extended over a 
dark loamy soil, with some sand at 
one end and a rather stiff yellowish
